Licensing team 
grants approval to 


three programs 


Three Gallaudet programs recently 
received full “state” licensing approval 
by a 23-member team representing the 
District of Columbia Public Schools. 
The team evaluated the Parent-Infant 
Program at the master’s level, the un- 
dergraduate Teacher Education Pro- 
gram and the School Psychology 
Program within the College of Arts and 
Sciences—aranting licensing approval to 
each for a five-year period. 


“The significance of this evaluation is 
that an approval by the District’s ‘State’ 
Certification Office permits Gallaudet 
graduates from those programs to quali- 
fy for a professional license not only in 
the District of Columbia Public Schools 
but also in approximately 30 states 
with whom the District has an inter- 
state reciprocity agreement,” said David 
Martin, dean of the School of Educa- 
tion and Human Services (SEHS). 


“It is easy to see that this agreement 
is very beneficial to our graduates who 
take positions in many different loca- 
tions,” Dr. Martin added. 


This was the first year the master’s 
level Parent-Infant Program was 
reviewed. The other two programs were 
evaluated once before, receiving full ap- 
proval in 1982. Programs are evaluated 
every five years. 


Programs are reviewed and evaluated 
using standards developed by the Na- 
tional Association of State Directors of 
Teacher Education and Certification 
(NASDTEC). The standards represent a 
generally recognized baseline for pro- 
gram approval and serve as the main 
ingredient in the granting of reciprocal 
certification status among participating 
states.

Pettingill takes over exhibit program 


Don Pettingill, special assistant to the 
vice president for University Relations, 
has assumed an additional responsibili- 
ty in the last month and a half: he has 
taken over Gallaudet’s exhibit program. 

Pettingill, the University’s exhibit 
coordinator, took on his new responsi- 
bilities April 1. Until that time, the ex- 
hibit program was part of the Public 
Relations Office. 

The new task is one Pettingill is 
meeting with enthusiasm. “I’m elated 
over the opportunity this program offers 
a deaf person to meet and chat with a 
cross section of Americans— 
professionals, parents and deaf people 
themselves,” he said. 

He believes the exhibit program is “a 
very vital and highly visible part of our 
efforts to spread the good word about 
Gallaudet University.” 

Pettingill, who is working with a 


22-member advisory committee 
representing most departments on cam- 
pus, is now in the midst of redesigning 
the exhibit—which is taken to national 
conferences, conventions and meetings 
across the country as well as to certain 
international events. “I want to empha- 
size Gallaudet’s role from preschool to 
senior citizen services and use more 
and more videotapes to attract people 
to the exhibit,” he said. 


In addition to the advisory commit- 
tee, Pettingill is working closely with a 
core group of advisers. They are: Pat 
Hurt-Ritenburg, marketing manager of 
Gallaudet University Press; Len Gold- 
berg, marketing manager of Pre-College 
Outreach; Karen Simpson of Enrollment 
Management Systems; Jim Vincent, 
manager of admissions at MSSD; and 
Marin Allen and Eleanor Galloway of 
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professor in the Department of Physical 
Education and Recreation.

Bookstore chains 
now Carrying two 
books from Press 


Gallaudet University Press publica- 
tions are now being carried nationwide 
by two major bookstore chains—B. 
Dalton and Waldenbooks. 


“My First Book of Sign,” written by 
Pamela J. Baker and illustrated by 
Patricia Bellan Gillen, and “I Can Sign 
My ABCs,” written by Susan Chaplin 
and illustrated by Laura McCaul, are 
the first Gallaudet University Press pub- 
lications to be carried by nationwide 
bookstore chains. 


The children’s books, both showing 
alphabetically arranged objects and their 
signs, became available at all of the 
chains’ stores this month. 


“Buyers from both companies were 
enthusiastic about carrying the books,” 
said Pat Hurt-Ritenburg, marketing 
manager at Gallaudet University Press. 
“They were aware of the books’ appeal 
for all children. These books are partic- 
ularly good for introducing sign lan- 
guage in the general market because 
they are so imaginative and beautifully 
illustrated.” 


Washington Post columnist Charlie 
Monaghan discussed the publications in 
the newspaper’s May 10 Book World 
section, which focused on children’s 
books. Monaghan noted Gallaudet’s 
world leadership in the publication of 
educational materials for and about 
hearing impaired people but said that 
generally the materials are “read only by 
those who have a special interest in the 


field. 


“Now there is even more reason for 
[Gallaudet University Press] to preen a 
bit,” Monaghan said in reference to the 
major chains’ contract for the two chil- 


dren’s books.

Press publishes 
student workbook 
on hearing loss 


“Wired for Sound” is a new book 
published by Kendall Green Publications, 
an imprint of Gallaudet University Press. 

The author, Carole Bugosh Simko, is 
an itinerant hearing therapist in Penn- 
sylvania. She is the author of “Ear 
Gear,” a student workbook on hearing 
and hearing aids published by Gallaudet 
University Press. 

“Wired for Sound” is the secondary 
school edition of “Ear Gear.” The work- 
book, designed for older students, an- 
swers many questions about hearing 
loss. Eighteen lessons cover a variety of 
topics and include vocabulary lists and 
exercises. 

The workbook is written at the fifth 
grade reading level and includes a num- 
ber of illustrations by Jan Skrobisz of 
the Department of Publications and 
Production.
